Derivatives of each root are mentioned 
under it without any apparent plan, and printed in 

this font: ' - Ir^. Some derivatives which the 

reader may not easily locate their roots have been 
alphabetically placed in square brackets, and 
referred to their roots, e.g., [^lj — '] see c^jj. Non- 
Arabic words also been placed alphabetically and in 
square brackets. In these two categories Uie vocalic alif 
(S) precedes the hamzah, e.g., H^^. precedes ^Ij.
